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Counsel is heard and requests that Father’ s parenting time now be supervised through the
Parenting Skills Program and that the Court enter orders for family support in the amount of
$1,000 per month and award Mother temporary sole legal and physical custody of the minor
child.

The Court enters the following orders on atemporary basis pending trial in this matter:

IT IS ORDERED that the minor child, Kynzi Schaunaman, born 10/18/2007, is placed in
the sole legal and physical custody of Petitioner/Mother, Jennifer Schaunaman until further order
of the Court.

IT ISFURTHER ORDERED that Father shall have parenting time with the child two
times per week for up to two hours supervised by the Parenting Skills Program. Father shall be
responsible for the costs of the supervision and Mother is responsible for arranging the parenting
time with Parenting Skills Program.

IT ISFURTHER ORDERED that pending trial Father shall pay to Mother the sum of
$750 per month for spousal maintenance and $250 per month for child support. Payments shall
begin November 1, 2008. These orders are without prejudice to being recal cul ated depending on
the evidence presented at trial and without prejudice to Petitioner seeking an order that the child
support begin earlier than November 1, 2008. All payments shall be paid through the Support
Payment Clearinghouse.

LET THE RECORD REFLECT that an electronic Order of Assignment isinitiated.
Discussion is held regarding Father’ s required drug testing.

IT ISFURTHER ORDERED affirming the Court’ s previous orders regarding Father’s
drug testing requirements.

IT ISFURTHER ORDERED signing this minute entry as aformal order of this Court
pursuant to Rule 81, Arizona Rules of Family Law Procedure.
